Venus Becomes WV 


nce News Letrrea for March 24, 1962 


Venus will be seen in the evening sky during the month 
of April and will increase in prominence during the spring, 
summer and autumn, James Stokley reports. 


*” DURING MARCH Venus began to ap. 
pear briefly in the evening sky atter sunset, 
thus ending a perial with no prominent 
eventing planets, But in April Venus draws 
farther to the cast of the sun, chus remain- 
ing visible after scnset in the west for 
a longer time, In feet, by the end of April 
it reaches a position so that it can be shown 
on the ACCOM pPAnyINg haps. 

These depict the sxv as it appears about 
10 p.m., your own kind of standard ume, 
at the first of Sahil in hour carlier at the 
middle, and two hours carlier at the end. 

At the beginning of April Venus sets 
about an hour and tarse«quarters after the 
sun, before twilight is cnurely over. How- 
ever, it is so brilliant (sbout minus 3.3 on 
the astronomer’s magnitude scale) that you 
cat see it easily even when the sky is sull 
quite bright. Four weeks after that Venus 
sets more than an hour later in ume—or 
about half an hour itis atter sunset. Its 
position now is shown a the map of the 
northern sky, tn tne stellanon of Taurus, 
the bull, near the western point of the 
horizon. 

During the rest of spring, summer and 
early auturnn, Venus will continue to in- 
crease in prominence in the evening sky.

April's most spectacular display of planets 
appeart in the carly morning sky, a little 
berore sunrise, At the beginning of April, 
about two and a half hours ahead of the 
sun (t¢, around 3:15 a.m.), Saturn rises, 
in t>2 constellation of ¢ Capricornus, the sew 
goat. Its magnitude is 0.9, equal to o bright 
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first magnitude ster. It is dimmed, of course, 
by atinespheric absorpuon, when it fest 
appears above the horizon, 

Jupiter follows, about at hour later. It ts 
more than 2.5 times as brig! if a8 Saturn 
brighter, in fact, than any other planet cx 
cept Venus. And about half an hour after 
that, when morntng twilight has already 
started, appears. Somewhat fainter 
than Saturn, it wall larder locale, 
Ac the end of April Mars wall rise about 
an hour and a quarter abead of the sun, 
Jupiter nearly 2.5 hours ahead and Saturn 
more than 3.5 hours ahead; then they will 
be even more conspicuous. 
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Largest Constellation Is Faint 


On earth, the biggest land area is not 
necessarily the most important. Similarly 
in the sky, the largest constellation is not 
the mast prominent. In fact, the lorgest is 
now visible tn its entirety in our southern 
sky, but you will have to make a special 
cfiort to locate it. This ts Hydra, the water: 
snake, The head ts between Regulus and 
Procyon. The end of the tail is below Spies 

Sizes of constellations are measured in 
the unit calied a square degree, i.c., a square 
one degree on a side. There are “4 degrees 
from the horizon to the zenith, And the 
apparent diameter of the fuli moon is hall 
a degree; thus the side of our unit square 
is equal to two lunar diameters. Hydra 


covers about 1,303 square degrees in the 
sky, more than any other constellation.

Near the 
end of the tail, just to the right of Spica, 
is a quadrilateral of stars marking Corvus, 
the crow. Its area of 184 square degrees puts 
it in 71st place. 

The smalicst of the constellations is one 
that we cannot sce from most parts of the 
United States, but is one of the best known 
of all in the skies visible from the Southern 
Hemisphere. This is Crux, the southern 
cross.

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Tailor Talks To Saucer Man 


A young Toscan, Italy tailor has claim- 
ed that he not only saw a “flying sauc- 
er,” but talked to the occupants who 
toid him that “humanity will soon re- 
ceive a message.” The gist of it is this: 
After spending the evening with a friend 


— a ee, : 


Mario Zuccula, 27, from Cerbaia, near 
Florence, went to his home, skirting the | 
cemetery. Suddenly he felt a current of 
air Sehind him and looked around, He 
was nearly pararlyzed with fear when 
he saw an object, about 30 feet in din- 
meter, appearing to be of whitish metal 
suspended in*the air a few feet from 
the cround. Zuccula said a sort of me- 
talic sylinder detached itself from the 
chject and came to the ground, From 
a door through which an intense light 
raciated, came two small men “about 
4% feet tall.” The date: 11 April 1962. 
The small “men” approached Zucculu, 
and he noted their heads were covered 
with a sort of hood. They lifted the man 
bodily off the ground and took him into 
the saucer where, with a serious tone, 
which seemed to come from an ampli- 
fier, one of them told him that “at the 
end of the fourth moon, about one hour 
from morning, we will return to give a 
message to humanity.” ‘ 

Without recalling the rest of the ad- 
veniure, Mr, Zuccula found himself be- 
fore his house. His wife opened the door 
for him, reproaching him for being so 
fizgntened, then stated that she hadnt 
opened the door. Because of the strange’ 

“nature of his ‘tale and his obvious emo- 
tional upset, Mrs. Zuccula and her father. 
advised Mario to go to the authorities 
and tell the story in confidence. This 
is the end of the information contained 
in the newspaper. It should be noted 
here that the “amplifier” is a new touch 
in a contact story, as is the “cylinder” 
gadget which apparently brought the 
little men to the ground. In evaluatinz 
this, it is necessary to recognize the 
existence of two factors: The cemetery 
and the “cold gust of air,” both of which 
are frequently connected with paranorm- 
al happenings. We do not attempt to 
cisquality the story as to authenticity 
but feel that all possibilities should be 
considered,
